Why take the time to train? 

A lot of training is involved when it comes to overseas 
missions, here are some reasons why... 
It's Important to: 

• Have a firm foundation in God's Word. To teach tribal people, 
it's crucial for us to have a firm grasp of God's Word and 
to have a growing relationship with Him. New Tribes Bible 
Institute took us through the Bible chronologically. 

• Understand Culture & Animism. Animism is the belief system 
dominant in tribal groups. They believe that spiritual 
beings influence their daily lives so it is important to 
understand how this affects their thinking. Culture affects 
how they will interpret what we say, we need to 
understand this before we teach so that syncretism will not 
occur. Syncretism is the blending of their tribal beliefs with 
Christianity. We don't want conformity! We want them 
to have a real relationship with their creator. 

• Know how to learn a tribal language. It's important to be 
able to speak in a person's heart language so that we can 
communicate God's Word clearly. Their own language 
speaks to their heart. 




Where will we g o? 

Guinea, West Africa 

Lord willing we plan to 
work in Guinea, West 
Africa once we complete 
the training. God has laid 
on our hearts a particular 
need there - the guest 
house located in the 

capital city, Conakry. The guest house is an integral 
part of NTM's work in Guinea. Missionaries flying in 
and out of Guinea stay in the guesthouse as well as 
those buying supplies for work in the tribe. 
Government relations work is also done in Conakry. 
The guest house ministry is a ministry of 
encouragement through which we hope to support 
and encourage all the missionaries that come through. 
We believe that God has gifted us to help support 
those working in the tribe and we are excited to 
serve in that role.
